One of those stickly little situations almost 
developed the other day when the early morning 
news report quoted a federal official as saying 
K. I. Sawyer Air Force Base would lose the 62nd 
Interceptor Squadron as part of the major de­ 
fense cutback announced by Secretary of De­ 
fense Melvin R. Laird. 
And it is in these times of “crisis” that the 
true colors begin to show. 
The 62nd Interceptor Squadron isn’t the 
major unit at K. L Sawyer. There are more per­ 
sonnel involved in operations and support of the 
410th Bomb Wing of the Strategic Air Com­ 
mand. But the shift of an entire interceptor 
squadron would have had some impact on the 
base and surrounding area and that was the 
immediate concern. 
The report of the change apparently was 
false as Congressman Philip Ruppe when con­ 
tacted by newspaner reporters said that K. I. 
Sawyer would not be affected by the defense 
cutback. 
It’s int«re«tmg. however, to assess the lo­ 
cal reaction to the first report. 
♦

In the offices of the Escanaba Daily Press 
and the Marquette Mining Journal, the two daily 
newspapers closest to K. I. Sawyer, the first 
questions thrown out had to do with the num­ 
ber of men affected, when the change would 
take place, etc. , 
But in the back of everyone’s mind was the 
thought of the economic impact on the area. If 
the interceptor unit was transferred to another 
area, certainly some civilian jobs on the base 
would be lost. There also would be a reduction 
in the governmental payroll being expended in 
the stores and business places of the area. 
Which brings us to the point. 
Generally speaking, reductions in military 
spending are welcomed. There is growing con­ 
cern in the nation over the so-called military- 
industrial complex and the power of the Pen­ 
tagon. But, when it comes to cutbacks at home, 
the local residents almost universally rise up in 
protest. Save money, they say, but do it in some­ 
one else’s^ backyard. We need the green stuff — 
and that isn’t khaki they’re refening to — that 
the big federal military installations bring to 
the community. 
At Sault Ste. Marie, for example, where 
Kincheloe Air Force Base is scheduled to close, 
little thought was given to the cutback in de­ 
fense spending when the announcement was 
made. Instead, Chippewa County rose up united 
in an effort to keep the base operating. 
♦

* 
It isn’t only air bases or military operations 
to which this thinking applies. People are quick 
to criticize federal programs which spend mil­ 
lions of dollars to control thingamajigs or re­ 
search thingamobobs, but let a local program 
get an opportunity at some of that cash and the 
hands are wide open. 
Some of the daffy programs that have been 
funded by the federal government are the pro­ 
duct of local money grabbing. When the govern­ 
ment says, “Michigan you have $50 million to 
spend in this area” the reaction almost uni­ 
versally is “All right, we’ll spend it whether we 
need it or not. If we don’t spend it, someone else 
will.” 
This is the fallacy in federal programs for 
local government. Spending is by formula, not 
design. Programs need to be created and are 
not created out of need. Money is spent simply 
because it is available. 
Some of the programs winch have been cre­ 
ated, of course, are beneficial, providing things 
for communities and schools and people that 
otherwise would not have been available. Cer­ 
tainly someone must see some good in all of 
them. 
But until the nation learns to accept the fact 
that a reduction in spending by government 
isn’t always for the “other guy” there can be 
no real progress in tightening Uncle Sam’s belt. 
It’s something that all of us need to work a little 
harder at. 
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Unemployment in Gogebic County is at its 
lowest point in l l years, according to Sec. J. 
Violetta, manager of the Ironwood office of the 
Michigan Employment Security Commission. He 
said the county’s jobless ratio is 4.2 per cent, 
only two-tenths of one per cent higher than the 
national average. This is the lowest it has been 
since iron ore mines in that area began phasing 
out in 1958. The commission paid out $1,727,610 
in unemployment benefits in 1958, the figure 
reaching a high of $1,762,513 in 1961. The latter 
year also was the peak in unemployment with 
20.96 per cent of the labor force without jobs. 
Both skilled and semi-skilled jobs are available 
in the area, Violetta said, adding that most of 
those who are listed as unemployed are not fitted 
to the particular jobs now’ open. Another factor 
which shows the Gogebic area is picking up econ­ 
omically is the lack of housing facilities. Violetta 
said there is virtually no housing available in 
Bessemer, Wakefield and Marenisco, while Iron- 
w'ood has very few houses which are available 
for sale or rent. Ile emphasized that this is 
exactly the opposite of the situation only five 
years ago, when property values were down and 
many homes were for sale.

Fulbright Takes Time 
On Nixon Appointees

J. Wil­ 
liam Fulbright,

Relations Cammitee chairman, 
are usually transparent Every­ 
one knows where he stands on 
Vietnam. But why should he 
have dawdled so in scheduling 
hearings on a couple of Presi­ 
dent 
Nixon’s 
ambassadorial 
choices? 
It was chi Aug. 5 that Nixon 
named 
Professor 
R o b e r t 
Strausz-Hupe, who 
has been 
director of the Foreign Policy 
Research Institute at the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, as his 
choice for ambassador to Mo­ 
rocco. 
Strausz-Hupe has not seen 
eye-Lo-eye with Fulbright on 
the subject of Soviet intentions 
and capabilities; indeed, he has 
been one of 
those 
who ha* 
predicted “protracted conflict’* 
with the Ccanmunists. But Mo­ 
rocco hardly comes within the 
field of Cold War fire. 
If Fulbright 
could 
accept 
without reservations the con­ 
troversial Bill Buckley 
when 
Nixon chose the doughty con­ 
servative and anti-Communist 
editor of National Review to 
serve as a White House adviser 
on communications, 
it would 
be equivalent to straining at a 
gnat to block the assignment 
of Professor Strausz-Hupe to a 
post that demands little more 
than ordinary diplomatic affa­ 
bility. This is said without pre­ 
judice to 
Strausz-Hupe, 
who 
would do a good job for his 
country in almost any capaci­ 
ty.

There may be more to the 
Fulbright dawdle than simple 
desire to be grudging about a 
professor who has been skepti­ 
cal of the quality 
of 
Soviet 
lov ing - kindness. Nixon’s choice 
to fill the empty U. S. ambas­ 
sadorial post to Greece happens 
to be a career diplomat named 
Harry Tasca, who is currently 
our Ambassador to 
Morocco. 
As long as there is no motion 
on the subject of Strausz-Hupe, 
Tasca will remain immobilized 
in Morocco, and nobody will go 
to Athens. 
This is positively dangerous, 
for the Athens Embassy is far 
more important to U. S. for­ 
eign policy than Morocco. Our 
more sober students of Greek 
affairs think 
the 
time 
has 
come for a constructive solu­ 
tion of the problem posed by 
international worry over the 
continuation 
of 
the 
Athens 
military dictatorship. 
In Paris the former Prime 
Minister of Greece, 
Constan­ 
tine Karamanlis, has hinted

The danger is that if the 
Senate Foteagn Relations Com­

That explains the “belt” part of 
the phrase. 
“Bias” simply refers to the 
diagonally wound plies beneath 
the belt. If you look up the defi­ 
nition of bias in the dictionary 
you will find it means, “a line 
diagonal to the grain of a fa one 
.. .** Therefore, bias-belt. 
Now this much stronger tire, 
customers were told, would pro­ 
vide twice the mileage for a 
much smaller increase in price. 
This led to the assumption by 
critic* that the tires would last 
twice as long, cutting the mar­ 
ket in half. 
Goodyear, at least, did not 
think so, because it embarked 
on 
a 
S20-miHion 
advertising 
campaign. Its promotional ef­ 
fort* were successful, and this 
year Detroit accepted it* Poly- 
glas tire as standard equipment 
on new vehicles. 
The critics, however, haven’t 
been 
silenced. 
Among 
their 
number are Wall Street securi­ 
ties analysts who maintain that 
the Polyglas tires are going to 
cut sharply into Goodyear’s re­ 
placement 
tire 
business—and 
profits. 
Talk like that can be damag­ 
ing, especially to a corpora­ 
tion’s stock. Goodyear execu­ 
tives, like those of most compa­ 
nies, like to see the stock rising, 
if only to keep the stockholders 
off their backs.

The Navy described the 1967 
document as “a working status 
report.” 
In response to written ques­ 
tions whether the FDL program 
was typical, foe Navy’s state­ 
ment said: 
“The FDL program was un­ 
precedented in many ways, in­ 
cluding Its military function, 
manner af design and proposed 
total package procurement. The 
unprecedented 
nature of foe 
program imposed special re­ 
quirements, including congres­ 
sional briefings.” 
Briefings Cleared 
“The FDL Paper” made tt 
clear the number af briefings 
given congressmen, especially 
those in key committee posi­ 
tions, depended on whether they 
supported foe fleet proposal, the 
Navy’s billion-dollar answer to 
foe Air Farce’s giant C5A Gal­ 
axy transport plane.

Did you ever think that you could possibly be one of those 
“screwballs” who every hunting season gun down one of their 
fellow hunters mistaking them for an animal*’ 
Picture yourself on opening day of deer season. It’s early 
morning, and you’re a little tired from the late card game and 
all the drinking the night before. 
, 
You’ve hunted before, and you’ve been very’ successful. 
You're an expert You have big racks on the wall at home to 
, prove it. 
You take a stand, because you know it’s the best way to 
get a big buck. It’s a good spot with lots of tracks. It's cold, 
but the sign of deer all about you offer a great hope tor success. 
Staring out towards the wood's for a few hours you think 
you see something move. You know how fast a buck comes 
* and goes so you get ready. 
It’s getting colder, but you’re a tough U. P. hunter so you 
freeze and wait. You know you’re going to get your buck. In 
« fact, you’re sure of it. 
A branch breaks and the silence of the wood*; is broken. 
You move only your eyes. You say to yourself “I’m no sound 
shooter like those guys from the big city.” You stand there, 
anxious to see that big buck 
Suddenly you see him. He’s bending over sniffing the ground 
the outline of his branch-like antlers tangled in the background 
of the trees. The deer you have waited for is standing IOO 
yards away. 
Slowly you raise your carbine and brace it on your shoulder. 
Bang! Your deer stands no more. 
As you approach your kill horror takes hold of you. Ifs 
a man! You’ve killed a man! It can’t be possible, but it is and 
ifs too late to take precautions now. 
Think a scene like this can’t happen to you? Don’t believe 
it. 
I’ve just finished reading a scientific study which showed 
than any intelligent human hunter, expert or not. can see a 
deer where no deer exists. The same study showed that hunters 
wearing the traditional red clothing are also v e r y susceptible 
to being shot. These extensive studies were made by the 
Massachusetts Division of Fish and Game. 
Their color testing showed fluorescent orange to 
be the 
safest color clothing for huntens to wear. The tests were so 
convincing that the State of Massachusetts passed a law re­ 
quiring all hunters to wear at least 200 square inches of fluores­ 
cent orange material above their waist while hunting. 
The law ha? been in effect for the past three years now. 
and since that time Massachusetts has not had a single hunting 
fatality. Maybe it would be nice if we had the same law in 
Michigan, Think about it. 
Already this year four Michigan hunters have been shot 
fatally by their fellow hunters. Some of them might still be 
alive if we had such a law.

Deer huntens wanting to plan ahead for the coming gun 
season can now get a copy of Michigan’s latest on “Deer in 
*69.” The illustrated booklet is loaded with timely tips on the 
State’s most important big game animal. It includes information 
as to which areas are the best to hunt based on last year’s re­ 
sults.

Kelley successfully asked the 
court to enjoin Dr. Norman 
Charles Hamilton of Detroit, his 
agents and employes from in 
any way utilizing the Hett can­ 
cer serum. 
Kelley also asked for a re­ 
straining order pending a hear­ 
ing on a petition to show why 
the doctor should not be en­ 
joined from use of the serum. 
In his suit, Kelley said the de­ 
fendant has and is continuing to 
prescribe and administer the 
serum.
